"For twenty-one years he has 


devoted his life to the preparation 
of men for the ministry of the 
Gospel. He has sacrificed himself 
unsparingly in the endeavor to 
give to us a vision of the living 
Christ. He has inculcated within 
us a passion for truth and an in- 
tense desire to be worth while 
members of the Kingdom of God. 
He has opened the Scripture for 
us in a vital way. 


"Because of the harmony of 


his life with his teaching, we 
have turned to him in our search 
for wisdom, knowledge, inspira- 
tion and spiritual guidance. 
It is 


our hope and resolve that his ef- 
forts for us shall not have been 
in \ain, and that we may ever be 
loyal to truth and right regard- 
less of cost, and that we shall be, 
with him, ardent laborers in the 
cause of Christ.

day for their home in Shiremanstown, 
where the professor will devote his 
time to literary pursuits. Doctor and 
Mrs. Herbert C. Alleman will move 
into the house made vacant by the 
retirement of Doctor Coover.

the seminary are expected to move 
here with their families the last week 
in this month. Dr. John Aberly, of 
Maywood, Illinois, who has been elect- 
ed president of the seminary, suc- 
ceeding the late Dr. J. A. Singmaster, 
will occupy the former home of Doc- 
tor Singmaster. 
Dr. Harvey Hoover, 


of Carthage College, Carthage, Illi- 
nois, successor to the late Dr. J. A. 
Clutz, will mave into the home occu- 
pied by the late professor of practical 
theology.

DURING WEEK 


Smut Is F o u n d In 


Fields In Northern 


S e c t i o n ; Big 


Crop Is Ex- 


pected. 


Adams county's wheat harvest is in 


full swing1. 


The sunshine and 
showers of the 


past week-end brought the grain to 
golden maturity, and binders were 
overhauled in preparation for what 
gives evidence of being one of the 
most productive wheat crops in this 
section in recent years. 


Some few farmers, whose stands of 


wheat 
ripened more quickly than 


others had their grain on shocks 
late last week, and are anxious to 
finish threshing for the season, which 
soon will be in full blast. 


On almost every stand, the wheat 


heads are so heavily laden with the 
precious kernels that they are bend- 
ing- over, one of the surest signs of a 
bumper 
yield. 
Observers say the 


wheat this year is particularly free 
from tares of one kind or another, 
although smut, or bunt, as it is some 
times called, has put in its appearance 
in the 
Aspers-Gardners region 
ac- 


cording to R. E. Underwood, county 
farm agent. 


Smut Prevalent 


Smut is prevalent 
in wheat 
in 


Cumberland 
and 
Dauphin counties, 


accoiding to reports, and it 
is be- 


lieved 
that 
the 
presence of that 


blemish in wheat in the upper end of 
Adams county can be attributed to the 
proximity to the neighboring counties 
on the north. 


Control and eradication of smut can 


be secured after wheat is threshed by 
using 
the 
copper 
carbonate dust 


treatment 
which 
is 
comparatively 


simple and inexpensive. In cases of 
40 to 60 per 
cent 
infection, wheat 


treated with the dust can be cleaned 
100 per cent if properly applied. 


No price for new wheat has yet 


been established by local warehouse- 
men, since none of this year's harvest 
has been offered for sale. Old wheat 
today was quoted at $1.32 a bushel. 
By the latter 
part of this week and 


the beginning of next, new wheat is 
expected to make its appearance here.
